I. Claims 1-39, 45-61, 64-70, 73-102, 106 and 107drawn to microelectrodemechanic 
system mirror device, classified in Class 359, subclass 290. 

II. Claims 40-44, 62, 63, 71, 72 and 103-105, drawn to the method of fabrication 
electrical device, classified in class 438, subclass 21. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: the 
invention I discloses apparatus of the device and invention II discloses a method of using 
semiconductor for manufacturing the device.
